Nevertheless, the. more 
than oneYhoy^^^ people graduating from McGIlVeach 
year should emerge prepared to shoulder their share of 
the burdens of sodety. If our efforts are not marked 
by total success, we need not be ashamed. But at all 
costs let it be known that we did try,. The time has come' 
to work.

Khrushchev Aware 

We cannot deny the reality 
of our times. As President Ken- 
nedy recently stated^^in defe- 
rence to Russian influence in 
Cuba, "They (the Russians) do 
not Wish. us well". A fact which 
may give ua temporary, respite 
from this understatement la that 
Mr. Khrushchev is not a mad 
man in the tradition of a Hitler. 
We can safely presume that he 
is aware of the tremendous des- 
tructive power of nuclear wea- 
pons, which in a total nuclear 
war would bring him at the best 
a Pyrrhic victory, and at the 
worst render the' world unin- 
habitable for human beings, In 
other words we may expect some 
brinkmanship from Mr. Khrush- 
chev^ wblle less dramatically Com- 
munism makes its gahis on the 
economic and -idealistic - planes. 
Contemplation of the attitude of 
Red China may end our. respite 
if she pursues her . current Une 
in the intra-communlst ideolo- 
gical ^pute to: Ua logical con- 
clusion. 

Assuming we adhere to the 
principles of democratic govern- 
ment,' the role of Canada in' in- 
ternational affairs la largely dic- 
tated by her geographic position. 
In the counting of votes in the 
international/ forum, Canada'! 
place is as a scrutineer, for; the 
Western side, • as in ;Laoii,Tnbt 
the returning' offlcerXwho.: is', 
clothed in the cloaki^oi^néut^l- 

Canada's Importance to the 
United States in respect of the 
defence of the North-American 
continent Is not represented by 
the number of missiles she can 
provide, but by'her geographical 
position particularly In, the far

northern areas, a missile's throw 
distant from Ruseia. We .are' not 
being asked to undertake a 
space program Vhlch would be 
beyond our resources or even 
tax them substantially, -but to 
contribute the use of our terri- 
tory for our. own defence. Even 
in the Instance of nuclear wea- 
pons for our forces overseas 
where our commitment is lar- 
gely financial the question comes 
down to one of principle. Enter 
the argument that by adopting 
nuclear weapons we are for- 
feiting the possibility of Russian 
missiles .sparing over our heads 
into the tr.S. However, so close 
are American missile sites to 
the Canadian border, e.g. Platts- 
burgb, that whether we have 
nuclear weapons on our soli or 
not will not save us in the event 
of a nuclear war. Oq the othoM 
hand, there is no ambiguity as 
to the tactical advantage and. 
consolidation of the continent's 
system of defences which would 
be provided by nuclear weapons 
on our territory. 

With these realities in hand 
perhaps we can better make a' 
decision on April SUil which 
will be in the best interests of 
the Western Alliance, whose lot 
has become Canada's lot, if only 
it be a choice among inadequate 
alternatives. . .^-^ji^Safeife;.^

Herrera-Soto went on to aay that 
Castro's success depended upon 
his arousing the anger of the "lit- 
tle people" against the native 
oligarchy and American Industry. 

American Troubles 

The American Industry was ac* 
cused by one and all of bebig the 
chief source of troubles in Latin 
America. Brache began by saying 
that he felt the Spanish to have 
been .the first to bring imperial- 
ism to Latin America but followed 
this admission with the cynical sta- 
tement that the Americans "deci. 
ded to take over the country for 
a debt" and that they'did."for a 
few years", leaving beUnd them a 
thirty-year dictatorship under Ttu- 
jillo. . , • 

His feelings, were summed up by 
Gustavo who said "If the United 
States; Canada, England, or any of 
those countries want to stick their 
hoses Into our business, they 
should do it properly". He also dis- 
cussed the American '"Big Brother 
Policy", saying about it .that the 
US considered Itself to, be Latin 
America's big brothcfin a tyran- 
nical fatherly way. 
^Brache placed some of the blame 
on the. shoulders of the natives 
themselves, saying that South Ame- 
ricans were hy nature lazy; when 
faced with a ^problem, they would 
take a siesta and then malcc their 
decision. He admitted that the peo^. 
pie depend too much upon the go- 
vernment and are unwilling to get 
out and do something constructive 
themselves. But in the next 
breajth; be announced "We 
shouldn't trust anyone — the Ame- 
Hèans, the Russians;^ they're all the 
same gang". . 

Father Zunlga summed up the 
discussion, tempering much of 
wliat had been said with coolhead- 
ed logic, while Brache said at the 
end .that despite his ; opinions, he 
still loved Americana^ and Cana- 
dians; irwas merely the "rotten 
politics" of the Americans that he 
despised. The discussion was con- 
cluded with the auggestion that 
various I'differences of opinion^ 
coùld.be better, settled elsewhere.

freedoms, and free speech to rai- 
se man's level of living, and that ' 
injustices have been removed 
&om the system whenever they 
have been recognized as such. 

. Mike Paré, the first speaker 
for the affirmative, began by say*, 
ing that justice occurs when eadi 
man is accorded, the -good he'ls 
due, his due being the quality 
of experience necessary for him 
to develop' Us'^ potential as an 
indivldiuL-S'He J then : explained 
that in the capitalisme system of . 
free enterprise/ there is 'a denial . 

' pôtrâtIilTulliânutbeirigs. with V 
the minority of men : being f in 
possession of the resources "of 
power. 

He said that Man's worst traits 
of selfishness, competition, and 
ruthlcssness are brought out un- 
der 'this system, and "there is a 
subjection of the common good 
to the selfish desires of one in- 
dividual." A 

Capitalist Benefited . 

Cadet - Scybert ' retaliated - by 
showing the. benefits :of , a free 
enterprisè^system^He'^, pointed - 
out that;the^aim'bC>ae smem is- 
to achieve thejUghM^ieitieiency 
in productionrVHOfSam^lium're- 
ceiving a share in the production. . 

By this he meant that althotiigli ' 



only a few receive the profits, 
society reaps the benefits of in- 
creased production by having its 
standard of living raised. . 

Profit Motive 

Bridge, the second speaker for 
the affirmative, stated that me- 
rely because production has in- 
creased does not mean that the 
system contains no injustices. He 
sa[d that because of the insisten- 
ce on profit as a motive, and be- 
cause of the stress on competi- 
tion and money, there is no op- 
portunity for the average man to 
.develop his full potential, and 
the values of the society become 
centered around capitaL "There 
Is no recognition of a man as an 
end in himself," he stated. 

Smith concluded the argu-. 
ments by saying that because no .
